OURNALISTS may have 
run out of adjectives, 
photographers out of film 
and. flash bulbs — but 
the visit of Princess 
Alexandra will live long in 
the memories of all those 
who -saw her.

WE ali pin our per- 
sonal hopes and 
fears on our babies. We 
hope they will grow 
into clever, handsome, 
or brave people; we fear 
that they may turn out 
net ugly, or coward- 
y. 


Inevitably, first children 
and only children are ex- 
posed to the full force of 
this, singlehanded: their 
parents have all their eggs 
in one basket. 


Qur hopes for our children 
reflect our own secret ambitions: 
the fears, the disappointme.t, 
that we feel in ourselves. 


Dependent 


F may try to look upon our 
new ‘baby as separate with 
his own potentialities, but be- 
vause he was once part of our 
bodies and remains dependent 
for so long, we cannot help feel- 
ing him as part of ourselves, 
even as he grows. 


If this bond did not exist, 
he would annoy us as much 
us other people's children do,
